Ten pounds will spawn about 10 feet square. Mushrooms can 
be grown in any dark room or cellar where the temperature can 
be kept at from 50 to 70 degrees. From some old pasture procure 
good rich soil, and to every bushel of this soil add two bushels of 
fresh horse manure. Of this well-mixed compound prepare a bed, 
say 4 feet wide. Put down a thin layer and pound it down hard, 
and go on until you have a bed 12 to 18 inches thick. As soon 
as the temperature of the bed falls from 75 to 5U degrees, the spawn 
may be inserted in pieces about the size of a walnut about 2 inches 
deep and 6 inches apart. Cover with loamy soil about 2 inches 
deep and beat it down evenly and firmly. Finish off with a covering 
of clean hay, about a foot thick, and the work is done. If the 
temperature is right, in six or eight weeks you may expect mush- 
rooms. The beds will continue bearing from 20 to 30 days. After 
the first crop is gathered, spread over the bed an inch of fresh 
soil, moisten with warm water, and cover with hay as before. The 
main conditions in mushroom-growing are proper and uniform 
temperature and very rich soil.

A WORD ABOUT YOUR LAWN 


To Form a Good Lawn—The ground should be thoroughly drained and well prepared. The soil ought not to be 
too rich, as a rapid growth is not wanted in the grasses of a lawn; but the surface should be as much alike in quality 
as possible. After sowing, the ground should be rolled in order to press the seed firmly into the soil. The proper 
time to sow grass seed depends, of course, upon the latitude. On this Coast it may be sown any time from October 
to March. The sowing should be done when the ground is moist, or before an expected rain, and a subsequent rolling 
is always advisable. 


All turf-forming grasses are improved, both in vigor of root-growth and in fineness of texture, by frequent mow- 
ings. It is impossible to say just how often the grass should be mown, as that depends upon the rate at which it 
grows. Too close cutting should be guarded against, however, especially during the hot summer months, when the 
roots require some top-growth to protect them from the burning sun. A good top-growth is also necessary to protect 
the roots from winter frosts. 


The custom of sowing Kentucky Blue Grass or Perennial Rye Grass alone, has, until quite recently, been very gen- 
erally followed in California, but the result in no way compares with the infinitely superior lawns seen in both public 
and private grounds throughout the Eastern States. Why? Because a mixture of grasses is used, embracing those of 
a neat, close growth, best adapted to produce a quick and permanent sod, that eventually acquires that smooth, vel- 
vety effect so desirable in a fine lawn. We have for some time been experimenting with a view to obtain such a

SORGHUM 

For hay and fodder. Only within the last few years has 
the great value of sorghum or sugar cane for hay and fodder 
become known. A good authority says that it will produce 
six times the weight of corn fodder per acre, and as it con- 
tains a much larger amount of sugar it is more valuable. 
If sown thick it can be cut and cured like hay and will pro- 
duce a very heavy yield of fine material that is greatly 
relished by cows, sheep and even’ horses. If sown thin in 
drills (about 10 pounds of seed per acre) and cultivated once 
or twice, it will produce a large amount of seed, which is as 
valuable as corn for feeding, and also a heavy yield of fodder 
which is much finer and more readily eaten by stock than 
corn fodder. The seed should be sown about the time corn 
is planted. For hay it can either be sown broadcast and 
covered with a disc harrow, or drilled in with a grain drill, 
which is the better way.

down firmly over the seed with a brick or short piece of board. For larger seeds, the depth should be regulated accord- 
ing to the size of the seed; seeds the size of a pinhead sow half an inch deep; those the size of a pea three-fourths 


of an inch deep. 


Procure a bit of lath—it would be better if planed smooth—about two feet long; press the edge down into the soil 
evenly so as to make a groove as deep as the seed is to be planted; scatter the seed along this, allowing four or five 


of the larger and fifteen or twenty of the smaller seeds to the space one plant is to occupy when grown. 


Cover the 


seeds by pressing the earth together over them, then turn your lath flat-ways and press the soil down firmly and evenly. 


‘When sown in shallow boxes, in the house, see that drainage is provided by boring holes in bottom of box, 


and filling same about an inch with broken earthenware, coal ashes, or any rough material that will furnish drainage.

Cox’s Superb Asters 


There is no flower more popular than the Aster, and upon the general beauty of these annual flowers it is unneces- 
sary to enlarge. The ground for the cultivation of Asters cannot be too richly prepared, and the plants should never 
be allowed to receive a check, but should continue to grow on uninterruptedly to produce fine flowers. Sow in shallow 
boxes in greenhouse, hotbed or light windows; cover seeds to a depth of about four times their size, press down 
with a board, water with a fine spray, and do not allow todry out. Transplant when three or four leaves are developed, 
and plant out when danger of frost is over. May also be sown in open ground when danger of frost is past.

POSTAGE must be added for mailing when ordered shipped in this manner (unless prices quoted include 
postage). We would advise our customers, however, to have their goods shipped either by express or freight, 
as we can then send larger plants and they will arrive in better condition. 

PACKING. Sufficient money should be added to remittance to cover cost of boxing, etc. 

PLEASE NOTE, when seeds and plants are ordered together, the seeds will be sent at once from the store 
and the plants will follow in a day or two from our nurseries. 

SUBSTITUTION. Where particular varieties are ordered, and particular ages and sizes of trees, kinds of 
stock, etc., it should be stated whether and to what extent substitution will be allowed in case the order cannot 
be filled to the letter. Where no instructions in this respect accompany the order, we shall feel at liberty to 
substitute other varieties as nearly similar as possible. If the selection of varieties is left entirely to us, we shall 
endeavor to send only such sorts as are acknowledged to give general satisfaction. 

As usual, 5 will be furnished at 10 rates; 50 at 100 rates; 500 at 1,000 rates. 
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The Rose 


Perhaps there is no flower grown in California that more interest is taken in than the Rose. This State is 
famous the world over for its beautiful and large variety of Roses. In this climate every variety known to the 
rosarian can be found in most of the gardens. The dainty Tea thrives equally as well as does its more rugged 
sister, the Hybrid Perpetual. May is the month when one sees this queen of flowers in all her glorious beauty. 
Roses! Roses! everywhere; all varieties can be seen in bloom; houses and fences are covered with them; the senses 
become satiated with their prodigal luxuriance. Year by year the country is becoming filled with them. Rose 
festivals are the order of the day. Californians must have some safety valve to let out their superabundance of 
“roses.” What a grand idea it is to keep on planting. Every one who does such work is fulfilling a beautiful work 
for God; he is helping to beautify this land in which we live. May the good work go on for generations to come. 
This State, situated on the verge.of the Occident, is surely blessed above all others. God furnishes us with the 
soil, climate, and moisture to bring the rose to perfection; all that is asked of us is to plant and cultivate, 
and nature will do the rest. 

To help the inexperienced will be the aim of this treatise. There is 
no work on this subject applicable to our conditions; Eastern works are 
of little value or assistance. 

To help the busy city man who delights “rus in urbe” we will specially 
appeal; to help him in simplifying the culture of the rose will be our 
aim. Man delights in primeval occupations, and the cultivation of the 
soil comes first. It is a relaxation from city worries, which adds length 
to his days and joy to his heart. Cincinnatus, tired of Senate troubles, retired 
to his farm, where he pursued peaceful agricultural occupations. 


Planting Season 

First of all, let us tell you WHEN to plant. December, January, Feb- 
ruary, and March are the best months, but should the season be favorable, 
and with a little extra care, you can still plant during the early part of 

_April. The plants sent during those months are, what we call, dormant 
two-year-old plants, and average from one and a half feet to two and a 
half feet in height, and are taken up without soil around the roots, and are 
packed in damp moss. Should the purchaser be unable to plant them imme- 
diately, they will take no harm to remain in the packing for a few days, 
or they can be opened up and “heeled” in the ground until ready to set 
out. The bushes sent out are already pruned. 

Roses give the best results when planted in good heavy sediment soil, 
to which may be added some good old stable manure, but remember that 
it ought to be well decayed. Under no circumstances use FRESH or new 
manure. After the hole is about three quarters filled with soil, give some 
water to settle the earth around the roots; then put the remaining soil 
into the hole. This is usually enough water to give during the winter, 
provided we have not a long, dry period; in that case the plants should get 
another watering at regular intervals. They will commence to bloom the 
first season after planting in May and June, and if properly treated will 
give an abundance of flowers the first season. After the blooms are past, 
we advise you to cut the old flower off; this treatment induces them to 
make new growth, from which you will obtain your next crop. To aid 
them at that time, keep them freely watered, and by so doing you can have 
flowers away into December.

Photo Con Seed Co. A few remarks on this important point is now necessary. This should 

be done during the months of January and February; at that time the 

bushes are in a dormant condition. The “Teas,” or Ever-blooming Varieties, require to be more severely pruned 

than any other sort, as they are the strongest growers. Cut back to about six or seven inches from the old wood, 

thinning out all weak wood and leaving about five or six shoots, according to size of plant; apply the same method 

that the orchardist does to his fruit-trees and you will be about right. The idea is not to leave too much wood 

on the plant. If you follow this method you will have large roses with long stems. If you fail in pruning and 
thinning out, you will have a plethora of small blooms. 


THE HYBRID TEAS should have almost as much pruning done to them as the Teas. 


HYBRID PERPETUAL sorts, not being such strong growers nor making so much wood as the preceding, 
do not require so much work done on them. 
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NOISETTE or CHAMPNEY varieties, being all climbers and strong, rampant growers, are not usually 
pruned, as their duties are to cover certain objects. They should, however, be periodically thinned out. 
BOURBON sorts should be pruned according to the growth they have made. 


MOSS ROSES require very little pruning, as they usually make only a few shoots in the season. 


Paricties of Roses 

We do not intend to enumerate all known sorts to the rosarian, but confine our remarks to such sorts as suc- 
ceed best in California. 

First of all comes the TEAS, or EVER-BLOOMING. These are more generally planted in this State than 
any other variety, for the reason that they are the most profuse and longest bloomers. If properly treated, flowers 
can be had from them nine months in the year. The first crop appears in April, May, and part of June. 

The “Tea” is perfectly at home in this State, and this is the only State in the Union, perhaps, where they 
can remain out all winter without any protection. The TEAS have all very dainty, delicately beautiful flowers, 
mostly with long pointed buds. They, however, lack the rich fragrance (although possessing a charming odor 
peculiar to themselves) which emanates from their more rugged and hardy sisters, the Hybrid Perpetuals; this, 
however, is amply offset by their multitude of bloom. 


HYBRID TEAS are produced from crossing TEAS with HYBRID PERPETUALS, and partake of the 
tich fragrance of the Hybrids and the florification of the Teas. “La France,”:-known to every one, is in this 
class. They are a most desirable class. 


HYBRID PERPETUAL sorts produce much larger and more durable flowers than either of the two pre- 
ceding kinds, and have a strong, rich fragrance, which to our thinking is the making of a rose. Take the American 
Beauty (known to all) for instance. What other can compare with it in its rich penetrating odor? Unfortunately, 
however, Hybrid Perpetuals are not continuous bloomers; consequently they are not planted so extensively as 
the Teas. 

THE NOISETTE or CHAMPNEY varieties are all 
strong, rampant growers, and are used as climbers, and 
include such sorts as the old favorite “ Marechal Niel,” 
so universally esteemed, “ Cloth of Gold,” and “ William 
Allen Richardson.” 

POLYANTHA, or BABY ROSES. The blossoms 
of these are small miniature blooms, appearing in clusters, 
and are great favorites. They are free bloomers. 

Besides the above varieties, we have the BOURBON, 
BANKSIA, MOSS, JAPAN, and SWEETBRIARS. 


Soil and JVosition 


Again California is ahead in regard to soils and sun- 
light. There are very few places in the garden that the 
rose will not succeed. Our soil is pre-eminently adapt- 
ed for the health of the rose, and sunlight we have to our 
heart’s content; only, bear in mind, do not plant your 
roses in a too shady place, and if your soil is sandy, add 
a quantity of loam and old manure to enrich it, as the 
rose delights in good heavy rich soil. 


Cdatering 
The best way to do this is to dig a ditch around your 
bushes and run the water into it, afterwards putting back the dry soil; by this means the water gets to the roots. 
Avoid surface watering, which in a great many cases never reaches the roots, and only tends to bake and harden the 
surface. Better one GOOD SOAKING once a week than SPRINKLING them every day. Occasionally shower 
them overhead at night to keep the foliage free from dust. You can also give them during the summer months liquid 
cow manure every two or three weeks.

Diseases 


You must not expect even in the genial climate of California to have your roses entirely free from insects, 
but they are few and easily controlled. 

APHIS, or GREEN FLY, is a small green louse, appearing on the young, tender shoots and buds. They are 
very prolific in breeding. Through their tender beak they suck the juices of the plant, always working at the 
tender shoots, and will in a short time, if unmolested, destroy the vigor and vitality of any plant they infest. 

REMEDIES. Tobacco in any form is fatal to them; sprinkle powdered tobacco on the bushes. The best 
time to do this is in the morning when there is moisture on the foilage; or soak tobacco stems in water till it 
is about the color of weak tea and apply with a syringe. When possible, fumigate the plants with tobacco smoke. 
Another remedy: One pound Quassia (Quassia Armara) Chips, which can be obtained at any drug-store, and put 
in four gallons of water and boil for ten minutes; after straining off the chips, add one pound soft soap. This solu- 
tion is to be applied with a syringe. 
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MILDEW. When your plants become covered with a whitish-looking mould or dust, the disease is Mildew. 
Unless a very severe attack, it will probably not kill them, but retard their growth. It is caused by sudden atmos- 
pheric changes, and is generally worse in the spring when the nights are cold and the days are warm. Some varie- 
ties are more susceptible to this than others. The best plan is NOT to wait until the disease appears, but “taking 
time by the forelock,” dust them in the morning with powdered sulphur, or if the disease has made its 
appearance, syringe with a weak solution of sulphide of potassium. 

ROSE SLUG. About the size of the common house fly and comes from the ground in early spring. The 
best remedies are powdered white hellebore or a solution of whale oil soap. 

ROSE BUG. Is of a grayish color and about half an inch in length. It appears suddenly in early spring, and 
feeds upon the opening buds and flowers, which it prefers to the foliage, and seems to be more fond of white and 
light colored flowers than of the darker colored ones. The best and really only cure is hand-packing. 

From the above, it will be noticed that the enemies of the rose are few, and really the only one which is at 
all troublesome is the Green Fly. 


Forms of Roses 


In California there are only two forms of roses grown—the BUSH and TREE or STANDARD ROSE. 
The former is (as the name indicates) of bush form, branching from the ground; the Tree Rose is budded on 
a stem of the wild rose, which has been trained up for this purpose three, four, and sometimes five feet from the 
ground. The latter are usually preferred for planting on the lawn, as they are out of the way of the lawn-mower 
for one reason, and are certainly more showy for such places than the Bush Rose. To grow a standard to salable 
size usually takes three or four years; hence the difference in price. Bush Roses are grown from slips or cuttings, 
or they are budded on some strong-growing sort. Some varieties being of weakly growth require to be worked 
in this style. There is really, however, not much difference in the quality or quantity of the blossoms. 


Catalogue of Varieties 


Our list embraces the most desirable roses for this Coast. It is by no means a full list. Ellwanger, in his 
“Treatise on the Rose,” catalogues 1,086 sorts, and some French works describe over two thousand, but for the 
average amateur the following varieties are all that is necessary.

Practical Value of 


By Mr. L. H. Dodson, at the University Farmers’ Institute 
at El Cajon. 


(Extracted from ‘Pacific Rural Press” of October 22, 1904.) 


“Then and Now.—tThe timber supply of the United States 
seemed inexhaustible, but nine tenths of the supply has 
already been used up or destroyed, and while the lumber 
industry ranks fourth in importance and the demand for 
lumber is constantly increasing, the supply is diminishing at 
a fearful rate. 

“Where will the people of the United States get their 
lumber supply from for the next decade?’ From whence will 
come the telegraph poles, railroad ties, the fenceposts of the 
future, to say nothing of the timber used in carpentry and 
manufacture? 

“Not One But Many.—But let me say here, the word euca- 
lyptus does not necessarily mean ‘blue gum,’ for while the 
blue gum is a eucalyptus, there are one hundred and fifty 
others that are equally entitled to 
the name—so if you have not been 
favorably impressed with the blue 
gum, please do not cry out in wrath 
against the -whole family till you 
get acquainted. 

“The genus includes trees four 
hundred feet high which out-top 
even our magnificent sequoias; it 
also includes trees that grow no 
more than ten or twelve feet high; 
trees that show a one-hundred-foot 
trunk without a single limb; trees 
that branch from the ground. 

“As to climatic requirements, we 
have trees native to the swamps of 
Australia, trees growing in the 
scorching deserts where they some- 
times have a temperature of 156°. 
Trees from the rich level plains; 
trees from the rocky hillsides; trees 
demanding a tropical climate, and 
trees growing almost to the snow- 
line. 

As to timber, the eucalyptus pro- 
duces woods that are red, or white, 
or brown in color, wood beautifully 
grained; wood that rivals mahogany 
in color and beauty; woods that 
equal hickory in strength and elas- 
ticity, or cedar in durability; woods 
that will rot in two years under 
ground; woods that will last half a 
century. 

“As to appearance, the eucalyptus 
produces some of the most beautiful 
trees in the world and some of the 
homeliest; trees of persistent bark, 
and others that shed their bark so 
often as to keep the ground in con- 
Stant litter; trees that produce large 
flowers, small flowers, flowers of red 
and white, pink and yellow; broad 
leaves, narrow leaves, leaves of al- 
most every color, leaves with an 
exquisite perfume and leaves that 
smell like a chinch bug. Surely a 
man must be very particular who 
cannot tind some kind of a eucalyp- 
tus to suit him. 

“A pessimistic friend said to me: 
‘Suppose you had the whole country 
set out to eucalyptus, suppose they 
were big trees, what could you do 
with them? You couldn’t sell it 
for firewood; what would you do?’ 

“Well, I do not know just what I 
would do if I had such a snap as 
that, put I know of some things I 
might do. 

“First, I would let a good deal of 
it alone. Along the hillsides I would 
have a great deal of it to catch and 
hold the surface water that runs off 
after every rain. In this way I 
would have more water in my well 
next summer. I would have a lot 
of groves for the use of consumptive 
tourists that have heard of the heal- 
ing qualities of the air found in the 
blue gum forests. I would have a great many trees for 
shade, and to enhance the beauty of the landscape, but I 
should cut a good many of my sugar gums to use for ties 
in the new railroad that would certainly be built if we had 
such timber here. A lot of my rostratas and sideroxylons 
would go into piles and bridge timber to support the track. 
The little spindling citriodora or pilularis trees, that are 
crowded too much to grow well, would make the telegraph 
poles along the road. Diversicolor and blue gum would build 
the cars to run on the track and the depot buildings along 
the road. Microtheca and resinifera would furnish the 
fine cabinet work for the magnificent coaches—though peo- 
ple would call it mahogany instead of eucalyptus wood. The

to keep down the mud and dust. The piles and lumber used 
in the big steamship docks would be made of rostrata, and 
the ships that sailed from the port would be largely made 
of diversicolor. The first train on our new railroad would 
be loaded with eucalyptus honey, the next with gums and 
eucalyptus oils, while these and many other trains used to 
send splendid timber to the East would come back loaded 
with supplies for the thousands of men employed in wagon 
shops, furniture factories, implement houses, and the thou- 
sand and one other factories that would spring up if we 
had such a lot of hardwood. What would I do with it? I 
would show you what I would do with it. 

“Planting and Rate of Growth.—To most folks the great 
bugaboo is the time required, and some will laugh at the very 
idea of planting for lumber, but if an intelligent plan is fol- 
lowed, even this is not impracticable. 

“For the best results trees should be planted much closer 
together than they are expected ‘to stand when large. In 
this way they shade the ground, protect the roots from heat, 
cover the ground with leaf mulch, and keep out the dry hot 
winds that are so trying on young forests. As the trees grow 
they may be thinned, though care should be taken not to let

in too much sun. and at four or five years old trees thus 
taken out are often worth considerable. as fenceposts, or 
even sometimes for more important uses. By the end of ten 
years there ought to be a good many trees ready for railroad 
ties or piles, and there will still be a considerable number 
to grow for lumber, if you care to wait for it. 
“WVarieties.—In raising eucalyptus, as in everything else, 
common sense comes into play. Not long since I read of 
what one man had done from a ten-year-old citriodora tree, 
and the writer began drawing fancy pictures of what might 
have been done if all our bottom-land had been planted to 
ecitriodora eucalyptus. I do not enthuse much over the pic- 
tures, because I know that if trees of that kind had been 
planted they would have been killed the first year by frosts, 
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for, while the citriodora is a valuable tree, it is tender of 
frost. A specimen of citriodora can be seen at Mr. Judson’s 
house. This tree is about nine years old and stands in the 
yard where the ground is tramped hard as the road. As I 
understand it, the tree has had no particular care since the 
first year or so, but it now measures eleven inches in diam- 
eter four feet from the ground. I have no doubt that it 
would have been as large again if it had been planted in 
some place under forest conditions. Mr. Brown planted a 
ecitriodora tree here in the village. It grew some four or five 
feet the first year, but promptly died at the first severe frost. 

“Under favorable conditions the blue gum makes the most 
rapid growth, but it does not endure frost well, and is too 
mucn of a lowland tree to be expected to stand the dry 
hillsides without irrigation. The wood is valuable for many 
purposes, but it will not last long underground, and so it 
is a poor tree for fenceposts or anything of the kind, though 
it makes good piles in salt water, owing to the fact that 
the teredo will not eat it. Professor McClatchie says the blue 
gum pile will last twice as long as the Oregon pine or red- 
wood. Mr. Anderson of the Bureau of Forestry, who has 
made a careful investigation of eucalyptus piling, wrote to 
me about a year ago that an Oregon pine would last about 
two years, while a blue gum would last 
from four to seven years. He said the 
Santa Barbara blue gum piles were sell- 
ing at fifteen dollars each, laid down 
on the wharf. At other points he found 
a prejudice against blue gum piles, but 
the prejudice was passing away. 

“The sugar gum is not so rapid a grower 
as the blue gum in moist land, but will 
often outstrip it in dry situations. It will 
stand more heat and a great deal more 
drought than the blue gum, makes a supe- 
rior quality of wood and most excellent 
fence-posts, and it endures well under- 
ground. In my experience this summer I 
found that sugar gums would live and 
make some growth on about half the water 
that would barely sustain life in the blue 
gum under similar conditions. 

“The EH. rostrata grows rather faster 
than the sugar gum ‘and is perhaps the 
best all-around tree for planting in this 
valley. It will stand several degrees more 
eold than either of the preceding trees, 
and will almost equal the sugar gum in 
resisting drought. It also stands consid- 
erable alkali. It is a very lasting timber 
under ground, makes a better quality of 
fuel than the blue gum, and in my opinion 
will make better piles. 

“The E. diversicolor is a tree that I 
think I should plant if I had a good piece 
of bottom land in this vicinity. It is not 
reported to endure drouth so very well, 
but the young trees I have seen seem to 
endure better than the blue gum’and to 
grow faster under the unfavorable condi- 
tions of this year. It stands frost well 
and makes a straight-grained timber of 
excellent quality. It is also one of the 
best honey trees. 

“About the fastest grower I have found 
this year is the E. leucoxylon. It stands 
hot and cole and drought better than most 
trees, but is apt to grow crooked, and 
I do not know much about the quality of 
the wood. 

“Another rapid grower is the EB. rudis 
which endures more heat and cold than 
most trees and will stand drought. 

“I cannot close. however, without put- 
ting in a word for the tree that to me 
is dearer than all, and that is the E. poly- 
anthema. Perhaps it would hardly be 
the tree to plant in forest, but for a good 
shade tree to plant almost any odd place 
it is splendid. It is a pretty, spreading 
tree, with a foliage and general appear- 
ance so different from most eucalyptus, 
and will stand so much heat and cold and 
general neglect that I shall plant all I can 
of them for shade trees and honey.”

CULTIVATION 


While the Dahlia is one of the easiest of all flowers to 
cultivate, it by no means follows that it requires no atten- 
tion. In fact, no flower that we have ever cultivated will 
sive such a generous response to gocd cultivation as the 
Dahlia. Deep and thorough stirring of the soil during the 
early growth of the plant is indispensable to success. With 
poor cultivation or neglect, the flower will rapidly degen- 

é 2 The Dahlia, 
with but few exceptions, should be given an open, sunny 
situation for at least a portion of each day. It is a rank 
feeder and should be given rich soil and kept free from 
weeds. We are in favor of taking up the roots every year, 
as soon as the tops are cut down by the frost, and laid away 
in sawdust or in a dry place... Plant them out again in April 
or May. As soon as they are about a foot high they should 
be staked, care being taken that the stake 
is driven far enough away from the root, 
so that it may not be injured. Mulch heay- 
ily with old, well-rotted manure, and give 
the plants a thorough soaking once in ten 
days or two weeks. Frequent syringing 
adds greatly to the health and vigor of the 
plant and beauty of the blooms. Disbud- 
ding or picking off some of the flower buds 
and leaving only a few on one bush adds 
greatly to the size of the bloom. Dahlias 
can be set out from two kinds of roots, viz.: 
Dry Bulbs and Green Pot Plants. The lat- 
ter have already been grown in pots, and 
can be set out much later in the season than 
the dry bulbs. There are some of the newer 
sorts which we can only supply in green 
plants. These (green plants) you will 
please remember, will all bloom the first 
season after planting, and at the same time 
they are forming a bulb, which will do for 
planting out next season. Dahlias keep on 
multiplying year after year.
